Some Notes on 
Stallion Sterility 


(From Major Bernard F. Trum, U. S. 


Army Veterinary Corps, Cochabamba, 


Bolivia.) 

I’ve had a memo in my file since last 
April to write you a note about male steril- 
ity. Especially to tell you there wasn’t a 
thing I could suggest that hadn't already 
been said about the calamity of having a 
horse such as Assault test sterile. 

I read a general statement made in some 
medical magazine that two years of clinical 
use was required to test an idea once it 
had appeared in a professional paper. It 
seems to me that more than two years are 
required to test the validity of reports ap- 
pearing in veterinary literature. 

There are two reasons for this that come 
to my mind and they are first, there are 
more “human guinea pigs” than horses to 
test a theory, and second, there are greater 
accumulations of records available in hu- 
man medicine. There are no great equine 
clinics like the human sterility clinics of 
New York and Chicago, where great num- 
bers of cases can be evaluated. In the 
horse business we have only the aceumula- 
tion of reports of individual veterinary 
practitioners, 

Last summer in Milan, Italy. an Inter- 
national Congress on Physiology and Pa- 
thology of Animal Reproduction was held. 
Dr. H. E. Kingman. Sr.. of the Wyoming 
Hereford Ranch, attended this meeting as 
the official delegate of the American Veter- 
inary Medical Association. I had great 
hopes of getting some novel ideas from 
Dr. Kingman when he returned, but he has 
written me that though he was glad to 
find that the research workers and veter- 
inarians of Europe had been able to keep 
up in spite of their difficulties. their work 
was about on the same level as ours. 

A conference was held in 1946 under 
the auspices of the National Committee on 
Maternal Health. The subject for discus- 
sion was fertility. Present were Dr. S. A. 
Asdell. of Cornell; Dr. M. C. Chang and 
Dr. John Hammond, whom I had met in 
England; Dr. H. H. Cole, of California: 
and Dr. John MacLeod, of the Cornell 
Medical School. whom you know. 

These scientists are all specialists on 
fertility, and all of them have done work 
on equine fertility at some time or other. 
The group report had but one paper on 
male sterility, and that was the use of 
thyroprotein on bulls. In some of the dis- 
cussions I noted that one of the female ex- 
perts eagerly advocated using another sire 
in case the one you have is sterile! Of

Armed Subject to Improvement; 


Propaganda for Florida-Breds 


MIAMI 


After Armed had raced on February 17, 
the concensus was that the old warrior 
had come to the end of his tether. 

The opinion isn’t wholly shared in this 
corner, though it must be admitted that 
this race was considerably less encourag- 
ing than his other one this year. When 
he ran on February 9. he was in behind 
horses until it was too late to do much, 
and he was rushing at the end. In the sec- 
ond race he was gaining a little, but very 
slowly. and the keenness which used to 
mark him did not show at all. He was 
under mild punishment, all through the 
stretch. 

Certainly he looks good enough. He 
was carrying a bit of extra flesh in his 
first start. a little less in his second, but 
he’s still a trifle away from his best condi- 
tion. He was all a-tremble while he was 
being saddled, as he usually is, and he 
was sweating enough for water to be drip- 
ping off him as he went on the track. After 
that he settled down. and he actually out- 
broke his field. though he hadn’t the speed 
to stay with it after the first fifty yards. 

He’s eight. of course, but it’s hard to be- 
lieve that so much class could disappear 
in a single year. spent almost entirely in 
resting. Armed has always been capable 
of putting in some bad ones—in the early 
part of his 3-year-old season there were 
race tracks full of horses that could beat 
him. So the tendency here is to throw his 
current racing out, and to believe that 
hell get better. 


CAUTION. The superlative perform- 
ance of Coaltown on St. Valentine’s Day 
was of course the race of the meeting, and 
I shouldn’t be surprised if it is fastest of 
the year. The way he was leaving his 
horses on the far turn was one of the most 
spectacular things I’ve seen. I think, too, 
that in form Citation would have beaten 
him in something like 1:49. But that’s as 
may be. 

Anyway. in the light of the magnificent 
speed which Coaltown spent so easily, it 
Was interesting to find out what riding 
orders had been given to little Eldon Nel- 
son. They were very brief: “If he’s get- 
ting beaten, don’t punish him.” 


GAIN. The other morning there was 
shown to the Turf writers at Hialeah a 
sort of Chamber of Commerce film short, 
evidently designed for local consumption. 
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on the racing and breeding industry in 
Florida. Locally, it’s probably an effec- 
tive bit of propaganda, since it is well de- 
signed to make the Florida-bred bosom 
swell with pride. But there hasn’t been a 
greater piece of equine mendacity since 
the first James Weatherby accounted for 
all untraceable mares in his Stud Book 
by saying that Charles 2nd imported them 
from the East. “Northern horsemen.” the 
comment ran, “have been forced to admit 
that Florida could breed horses as good as 
any produced anywhere.” 

I’m pretty sure that word of this hasn’t 
penetrated very far North, and that there 
is no movement at Keeneland or Churchill 
Downs to provide a five-pound advantage 
for Kentucky-breds. If this has any basis 
at all. I imagine somebody got an extra 
drink into a northern horseman who was 
trying to be nice in company. 

However, it must also be admitted that 
there is a visible improvement in the Flor- 
ida-breds. The field for the Florida Breed- 
ers Stakes last Friday had a few specimens 
in it that I wouldn’t particularly want 
painted on a lampshade, but on the whole 
the field had much more, in size and sub- 
stance, than the one for last year’s renewal. 
Quite a few would have been considered 
well-made 2-year-olds in any company. 

I think I mentioned last year that Andy 
LoTurco, after being hoisted up on a Flor- 
ida-bred, looked around like a man walk- 
ing a girder and remarked gingerly, 
“There isn’t much to sit on up here, is 
there?” Well, these weren’t that way at 
all. and several Florida-breds have been 
winning races in open competition.

GREAT DAY IN THE MOANING 


Many stories have been written about 
jockeys who “swept the card,” or won with 
all their mounts, ete. “Hap” O’Connor, 
without giving the date it happened, re- 
ports the rare feat of a jockey who took 
himself off seven winners in one day. In 
the Arcadia, Calif.. Tribune of February 
13 he had the following note: 

“Several years ago our Arcadia Johnny 
Adams had seven mounts scheduled at 
Agua Caliente. At the last moment he 
couldn’t make it to the Mexican course 
from Santa Anita, and new riders were 
found for his mounts. All seven horses 
won.”

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One of the more successful of the Flor- 
ida breeders is Carl G. Rose, who has a 
farm near Ocala, with the Canadian-bred 
Suffern at the head of his stud along with 
Ariel Game. He bred the winner of the 
stakes, Werwolf, though he is officially 
credited to Elmer Heubeck, Jr., the farm 
manager. Werwolf and Dalpark, which 
ran sixth in the stakes after stumbling 
badly out of the gate, were sold to Mrs. 
J. G. Smyth, of San Francisco, for $20,000, 
and after Hialeah they’re going out to 
California to race. I do not know Mrs. 
Smyth, who wasn’t here for the race, but 
certainly she is a brave woman. If one 
of these should win a stakes race on the 
West Coast, she’d need a bodyguard. Also 
I will be glad to contribute to one, because 
I think this situation would be amusing. 


BONER. The Florida State Racing Com- 
mission’s new concession to the appren- 
tices seems slightly chuckle-headed to this 
onlooker. The HBPA backed it, but the 
Jockeys’ Guild opposed it strongly. There 
isn’t any real objection to the rule—its 
effect is merely to vitiate the previous rule 
and not to supplant it—but it looks like 
something that gets done just because 
somebody wants to make a rule. 

It provides, essentially, that if an ap- 
prentice is injured, in Florida, to such an 
extent that he is inactive for 60 days or 
more, the commission may allow the period 
of his inactivity to be added to the normal 
year in which he would receive an appren- 
tice allowance. It might, just possibly, 
benefit one youngster every three years. 
It's like those insurance policies news- 
papers used to sell for six cents a week— 
you have to be run over by a north-bound 
streetcar at Main and Seventh streets be- 
tween twelve and one o’clock in the dark 
of the moon before you can collect. 


An apprentice has to be injured in Flor- 
ida before the rule helps him. Then his 
normal year of apprenticeship has to run 
out in Florida before it helps him. It has 
to run out 60 days before the end of the 
season to help him materially. And even 
then, the commission gives him a “may” 
instead of a “shall.” Any boy who starts 
riding after the middle of February is 
automatically out of reach of the rule, be- 
cause he'll be out of the State when his 
allowance ends. And if he gets hurt be- 
bore December 1, he’s out of luck, because 
he won't be riding in Florida. 

It is no doubt the intention to have other 
states adopt a similar rule, but even if all 
of the racing states do, the rule won’t be 
much good as long as it specifies the state 
in which the injury must occur. For one, 
I cannot see why a boy hurt in Florida de- 
serves either more or less help than if he 
gets pitched into the fence at Ak-Sar-Ben, 
and that is why I think the rule, as noted 
above, is slightly chuckle-headed. I don’t 
think it will hurt much, because very few 
riders will be affected by it.

The Santa Anita Derby winner was foaled March 
24, 1946, at Clifford Mooers’ Walnut Springs Farm, 
Lexington. When he won the Centennial Handi- 
cap at Golden Gate Fields last October, he gave 
the comparatively new Mooers establishment its 
first stakes winner. 

Tourterelle, his dam, was one of the first Thor- 
oughbred mares acquired by Mr. Mooers, who had 
bred and owned some top-class saddle horses be- 
fore settling entirely on Thoroughbreds. She was 
bought in partnership with the late Dr. D. L. 
Proctor, Lexington veterinarian and friend of Mr. 
Mooers. When Dr. Proctor died in July, 1947, 
Mr. Mooers bought the Proctor estate’s interest in 
Tourterelle and her yearling by Carrier 
Pigeon. 

The colt was consigned to the Keeneland Fall 
Sales of 1947 by Waller Jones, agent, manager at 
Walnut Springs. But he became injured and was 
withdrawn from the sale, subsequently was turned 
over to the silver-haired Dick Watts, who trained 
a division of the Mr. Watts has 
trained him for both his stakes wins. He is the 
first $100,000-winner for his sire and his breeder.

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Allie’s Pal was foaled April 18, 1945, at Charles 
W. Black’s Silver Lake Farm, Frankfort, Ky. She 
was sold by the partnership of Fred B. Koontz and 
Mr. Black at the Keeneland Summer Sales of 
1946 to Trainer Monte Weil for $4,200. This was 
War Dog's second crop of foals. Eighteen of his 
yearlings were sold by auction in 1946, mostly at 
the Keeneland Fall Sales, for an average of $6,344. 
In his first crop of 12 registered foals (of 1944), 
War Dog had had 11 starters. Seven of them won, 
and two others placed. 

The Columbiana Handicap winner’s first start 
was for S. D. Sidell, her present owner. It was at 
Gulfstream Park in March, 1947. She won. Last 
year at three she was second to King Midas in the 
Singing Tower Handicap, was third to Alfoxie and 
Caltha in the Jasmine Stakes. These were her 
first stakes placings. 

She is the first stakes winner for War Dog, which 
during his racing career won the Scarsdale, Thomas 
K. Lynch Memorial, and Aqueduct Handicaps. The 
property of the Cain Hoy Stable (Harry Guggen- 
heim) and Paulfred Farms (Fred B. Koontz), War 
Dog now stands at Coldstream Stud.

In his start of February 14, over the nine-fur- ' 
long McLennan distance, Coaltown had caused the 
clockers’ watches to pull up on their hind legs. 
In what was intended only as a preliminary maneu- 
ver to the $25,000-added stakes of a few days 
later, the son of Bull Lea gave a_ performance 
which once more fanned the Coaltown-Citation con- 
troversy. He ran the first quarter in :23, the half 
in :454, five furlongs in :57, six furlongs in | 
1:0846, seven furlongs in 1:204, the mile in 1:34%, 
the nine furlongs in 1:4735. Though he was pulied 
up as he passed the next pole, he was timed in 
2:01%5 for 1% miles. 

His 1:47%5 equaled the world record of In- 
dian Broom in 1936, made under 94 pounds, and 
later equaled by *Shannon 2nd, under 124. His 
fractional time shaded Pan Zareta’s world-record 
:574% for five furlongs, Honeymoon and Buzfuz’s 
world-record 1:214 for seven furlongs, Equipoise 
and Prevaricator’s world-record 1:3425 for mile. 
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He won by ten lengths, eased up. Apprentice 
Eldon Nelson was aboard. 

When he came out for the MeLennan five days 
later, he had a new rider—the veteran Ted Atkin- 
«n-—ten more pounds, and some fresh opposition. 
He broke no watches this time, but again he won 
ys he pleased. His margin was four lengths over 
his stablemate, Faultless. The time was 1:48%6. 

Coaltown was foaled March 22, 1945, at Warren 
Wright’s Calumet Farm, Lexington. He was un- 
raced at two because of a throat abscess that seri- 
ously hampered his training and threatened for a 
time to end his racing career. 

He set a new track record for 14% miles at 
Keeneland (1:49%), and equaled the six-furlong 
record at Hialeah Park (1:09%5). 

Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm has a_ yearling 
half brother to him by *Blenheim 2nd. His dam, 
Easy Lass, is in foal again to Bull Lea. 

When Eldon Nelson dismounted from Coaltown 
after that electric ride on St. Valentine’s Day, he 
aid it was “like riding the wind.” Trainer Ben 
Jones, wise in the ways of horses, especially his 
own horses, was pleased with the colt’s brilliant 
speed. But he stayed off the reorganized Coal- 
town bandwagon: “Citation can still beat him.”

Horse Racing and 


The Tax Collector 


Pari-mutuel betting statistics and the 
taxes collected through horse racing pro- 
vide a jumble of boxcar numbers that look 
more like a Federal budget than the finan- 
cial records of a single industry. 

However, the very magnitude of these 
figures, and especially the tax totals, pro- 
vokes interest. That is, if such a sum as 
$97.926.984 is interesting. This is the 
amount collected by various state and lo- 
cal governments from (or through) horse 
racing in 1947, 

The National Association of State Rac- 
ing Commissioners, through its members 
in the 23 states where racing now is being 
conducted, is able to collect official figures. 
Here is a table showing how the various 
states used racing as a tax-gathering ma- 
chine in the last ten years:

The year 1947, with its $97 million plus. 
is the high point of the decade, for in 1948 
tax collections dropped to a little less than 
$96 million. 


This resulted from a general decline in 
betting at the nation’s tracks. The total 
pari-mutuel handle fell off about 6.2 per 
cent. But the operators of the tax-collect- 
ing machinery opened the throttle a notch 
or two, and their intake declined by only 
2.1 per cent. 

An interesting sidelight is that the num- 
ber of days of racing has increased an- 
nually for the past three years. In 1946, 
there was a total of 2,625 days of racing. 
There were 2.663 in 1947. In 1948 the 
figure jumped to 3,064. 

In view of decreased mutuel handle in 
the face of increased racing. these figures 
indicate that: (1) Racing has passed the 


saturation point in the number of racing 
days the public will digest; (2) The gen- 
eral decrease in the tracks’ income is 
greater than gross mutuel-handle figures 
indicate. 

At any rate, the average handle per rac- 
ing day is a figure that gives a truer an- 
alysis. Observe the dollar drop for the 
past three years:

These daily averages may seem to re- 
flect a normal post-war decline. But on 
a percentage basis, they show a compari- 
son between the general decrease of mu- 
tuel handle and an adjusted decrease 
based on the handle for each racing day. 
For example, in 1948 the general decrease 
in total mutuel handle was 6.2 per cent 
under 1947, But based on daily averages, 
the decrease was 18.5 per cent, because 
there were more days of racing. 

This would indicate that continued ex- 
pansion of dates will result in further de- 
creased profits in proportion to the number 
of days added. This is an application of 
the law of diminishing returns. 

There will be isolated exceptions, but 
generaily speaking, it holds true. 

To get back to the actual tax tabulation, 
more than 50 per cent of the total revenue 
collected by states and municipalities was 
taken in California, New Jersey, and New 
York. Illinois and Florida accounted for 
another 20 per cent. The remainder was 
divided among the other 18 states which 
allow pari-mutuel betting. 

California and New York are at the top 
of the list in both mutuel handle and gross 
revenue. In 1947, California tracks had 
a mutuel turnover of $359.705.811. com- 
pared to a handle of $352.624.464 in New 
York. However, taxes in New York were 
about $4 million more than in California. 

In 1948, Californians ran $313,285,108 
through the mutuel machines compared to 
$333.028.308 in New York. 


These two are followed by New Jersey 
in 1948 with a mutuel handle of $149,896,- 
772 and a tax collection of about $1114 
million. The New Jersey tax law is a slid- 
ing scale affair which takes 6 per cent of 
the mutuel handle up to $40 million; 7 
per cent of forty to fifty million, and on 
up to 10 per cent of anything over $55 
million. The State gets all the breakage. 
For laws of New York and California, see 
Tue Bioop-Horse of January 8, page 110, 
and February 5, page 382. 


On down the list, various state legisla- 
tures have seemed unable to have a roll 
call without considering additional tax- 
ation for racing. As long as taxes re- 
mained reasonable, there were relatively 


few squawks. However, it was inevitable

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THE YARDSTICK: A Handicap 
Of the 2-Year-Olds of 1948 


First of three “Yardsticks” to be intro- 
duced to American racing this year by The 
Thoroughbred Club of America was made 
public this week. It considers the 2-year- 
olds of 1948, at a theoretical distance of 
six furlongs, considering the form of the 
horses at year’s end. Others to follow soon 
will assay 3-year-olds at 144 miles, and 
horses three years old and upward at the 
same distance. 


The handicaps are an outgrowth of the 
need by breeders for a means of stacking 
horses in various age or racing groups 
alongside each other as a guide for select- 
ing future breeding stock. So the.term 
Yardstick was selected as a designation for 
the Thoroughbred Club handicaps. 

At the suggestion of E. E. Dale Shaffer, 
president of the club, the handicaps were 


made by Lincoln Plaut, field manager for 
Daily Racing Form and other Triangle 
publications. Mr. Plaut consulted chart. 
makers and others employed by the Form 
at U. S. tracks. then correlated the ratings 
turned in by these men. 

The Yardstick for 2-year-olds is an ap. 
praisal of 180 horses, including 54. fillies, 
It parallels to some degree the Experi- 
mental Free Handicap weights issued by 
John B. Campbell (see THE BLoop-Horse 
of January 15, page 164). 


But the Thoroughbred Club ratings are 
made on a different basis. Mr. Campbell's 
weights are assigned for actual races (at 
six furlongs and 1;); miles) to be held at

“Boots” Durnell 


Dies Suddenly 


Red Tape was the name of the selling 
plater which won the first race at Santa 
Anita Park Saturday, February 12. The 
winner ran under the ownership of the 
brothers Charles E. and Jesse S. Durnell. 
and was trained by the former. He paid 
$17.70 for $2. He was the last winner 
trained by “Boots” Durnell, and was in 
keeping with the career of a man who 
could do a good job with a horse at a 
good price. Even the name was in keep- 
ing, for the red tape of racing’s govern- 
ment had swathed “Boots” Durnell for 
most of his long life. 


On Wednesday evening. February 16. 
Mr. Durnell suffered a heart attack and 
died at his home, 225 Baldwin Avenue, 
Arcadia. Calif. He had been in poor health 
for several months, but had continued his 
activities. The only survivors in his im- 
mediate family were his brother and his 
widow, Mrs. Julia Durnell. 

Mr. Durnell was born June 13, 1876, at 
New Albany. Ind.. a suburb of Louisville. 
and while he was in his early “teens turned 
his attention to the colony of Thorough- 
bred horses trained and raced there. His 
first employment was with the Scoggan 
Brothers stable. and here he was under 
the tutelage of one of the wizards among 
American trainers. Enoch Wishard. He 
was a jockey for a short while but increas- 
ing weight soon erased his ambitions in 
that field, and he turned to training. 

In that profession his ability was never 
doubted, but most of his life was marred 
by official question as to his integrity— 
persecution, most of his friends called it. 

Not long after he began training (a 
string of jumpers in California), he re- 
turned to the stable trained by Enoch 
Wishard, and. as the exercise boy, had a 
hand in the *Royal Flush 3rd coup 
brought off by Wishard in England. From 
Wishard he learned, not only training, but 
his favorite method of beating the races: 
“Wager a whole lot of money on horses 
that win, and just a little on those that 
lose.” 

In 1904 Durnell trained his wife’s El- 
wood to win the Kentucky Derby. Later 
that year he was suspended in France, and 
reinstated. The circumstances of this epi- 
sode are not clear. In 1906, back in Cali- 
fornia, he was ruled off by the Pacific 
Jockey Club at Ascot Park, but was rein- 
stated the same year. 

In 1907 he applied for a license in New 
York and the application was tabled. al- 
though there was no formal charge against 
him. In that year he was to have trained 
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the horses of John W. 
Gates, one of the heaviest gamblers in the 


(Bet-a-Million ) 


history of American racing. Minus his 
license, he still appeared as the official 
owner of the Gates horses. and in the Sub- 
urban Handicap of that year. won by 
Nealon, the stable made one of the heavi- 
est clean-ups in Gates’ career. Gates was 
reputed to have won $325.000 on the Sub- 
urban, at that time probably the biggest 
betting race in the country. and Durnell’s 
share was given, years later, as 25 per 
cent. 

The same year. with The Jockey Club 
in New York adamant against him. he 
set off for Europe. where he remained 
about 17 years. 
for Queen Marie. He was successful also 
in France and England. and in the latter 
country had the horses of the Lord Car- 
narvon who excavated the tomb of King 
Tutankahmen. 


In Roumania he trained 


When he returned to America. about 
1925, he was licensed in Kentucky and 
other states, but The Jockey Club’s un- 
official ruling against him still held. In 
the course of the next few years it became 
one of the most controversial matters in 
American iacing. It led to the refusal of 
a training license in other states, and by 
1930. when Kentucky turned down his ap- 
plication, he was left virtually without 
standing. 

(THe Btoop-Horst, then edited by 
Thomas B. Cromwell. was a leader in the 
attack on The Jockey Club’s practice of 
denying Durnell a license and influencing 
other states to do so, without making ac- 
tual charges. The Jockey Club would put 
nothing in writing. and the Kentucky com- 
mission’s refusal of a license was made 
only after a representative had been sent 
to New York to receive an oral report. 
Tue Bioop-Horse held that the “persecu- 
tion” of Durnell was the result of a per- 
sonal animus. ) 

Nevertheless, after his return to the 
U. S.. Durnell undertook to manage the 
racing activities of the Texas oil million- 
aire W. T. Waggoner, and The Jockey 
Club agreed that the stable might race in 
New York under this arrangement. Dur- 
nell supervised Waggoner’s heavy buying 
of yearlings and other stock, and the build- 
ing of Arlington Downs in Texas. In 
1929 he resigned this job. At that time 
he owned an excellent training headquar- 
ters in Louisville, where he had among his 
patrons Griffin Watkins and Wood F. Ax- 
ton. The following year, as a result of 
pressure from New York. he lost his li- 
cense in Kentucky. 

In 1935 he was licensed by the Illinois 
Racing Board, in a move which surprised 
and gratified most horsemen. The Jockey 
Club never announced a change in its atti- 
tude, but from then on Durnell was able 
to train horses. He went back to Califor- 


nia, had a public stable, and a few of his 
own horses. For Cleaveland Putnam, one 
of his western patrons, he won the 1940 
renewal of the Arlington Futurity with 
Swain. 


Kimball Patterson 


Kimball Patterson, born in Kentucky 
but an adopted son of California, died of 
a heart attack February 2 at his home in 
Santa Monica. 

Though a frequent visitor at California 
tracks. Mr. Patterson has not been active 
in his vocation as a trainer since his re- 
tirement 15 years ago. He was 77 at the 
time of his death. 

Campaigning regularly on New York 
and Maryland tracks during his prime 
years. he trained three winners of the 
Hopeful Stakes. They were Rocky O’Brien 
(1909), Eternal (1918). and Leonardo 
2nd (1920). Still popular among horse- 
men at the time of his death, though out 
of the business for over a decade. Mr. Pat- 
terson was well known for his shrewdness 
in selecting good horses. 

His father. Roderick Patterson, was one 
of the leading harness drivers of his day. 
and his brother. the late Charles Patterson. 
was the trainer of Hamburg, Ornament. 
and *Omar Khayyam. 

Mr. Patterson is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Allee Patterson. 


Edward F, Curley 
Edward F. Curley, 67, New York Jour- 


nal-American Turf writer, died unex- 
pectedly of a heart attack February 1, at 
his hotel apartment in Miami, where he 
had been attending the races. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, Edna, five sons and 
two daughters by a previous marriage. 

After completing his education at La- 
Salle Academy, he spent several years in 
an oil and gas business before joining the 
staff of the old New York American. His 
first assignment was the ghost-writing of a 
series of stories by Tod Sloan, the jockey. 

He covered various sports and served for 
a time as sports editor before specializing 
in horse racing. 


Elmer E. Pearsall 


Elmer E. Pearsall, 88, died at a New 
York hospital on January 28. He was a 
long time resident of the Hotel Claridge 
and had been a betting commissioner at 
the Metropolitan Turf Club in the days 
of Diamond Jim Brady, John W. (Bet-a- 
Million) Gates. Richard Canfield, and 
other famous characters. At one time he 
owned a racing stable. His father, Conk- 
lin Pearsall, ran the Bull’s Head auction 
stables. which supplied horses to business 
houses.

Old Rockport Picks Up a Derby 
And Finds $94,700 Under It 


Los ANGELES 

Wherever he may be, Equipoise, the old 
“Chocolate Soldier.” has reason to feel 
mighty proud of himself. One of his pa- 
ternal grandsons won the richest Santa 
Anita Derby in history. And he did it in 
such a way as to hint that he may be the 
finest colt that has ever captured this im- 
portant race for 3-year-olds. 

His name is Old Rockport. His owner- 
breeder is Clifford Mooers of Texas and 
Kentucky. He was trained by Dick Watts 
and ridden by Gordon Glisson, the appren- 
tice. There is a good story in all four of 
them. 

Old Rockport is a well muscled. heavy- 
set son of Carrier Pigeon. which is by 
Equipoise—Rockdove. by Friar Rock. Car- 
rier Pigeon’s brief racing career was ham- 
pered by injuries, but because of his 
breeding and the high class he had shown 
in competition, he was given a chance in 
the stud. 

He stood first at C. V. Whitney’s 
stud, where he was foaled, before moving 
to C. A. Asbury’s Hedgewood Farm. where 
he now stands. His mating with Tourter- 
elle. a Stimulus mare, produced the new 
Santa Anita Derby champion. Old Rock- 
port. 

By the time you read these lines. Old 
Rockport may have parlayed his brilliant 
Derby triumph into victory in the Santa 
Anita Handicap. He is going to get the 
chance to duplicate the amazing double 
that Stagehand was able to bring off in 
1938. Stagehand won the Santa Anita 
Derby and then came back to conquer the 
determined Seabiscuit in the Santa Anita 
Handicap. He will carry 106 pounds in 
the Big Cup. 

After that. barring mishaps. Old Rock- 
port is definitely headed for old Kentucky 
and Colonel Matt Winn’s run for the roses 
at Churchill Downs on May 7. Gordon 
Glisson. the brightest apprentice in Santa 
Anita history, will be along to ride him. 


NO MUDDER. Old Rockport almost 
lost his chance to win the biggest race of 
his life because of the weather. which has 
been awful. Several earlier races at Santa 
Anita in mud appeared to have dulled his 


speed. If another off track had come up 
for the Derby. he would have been 
scratched. 


Eddie Arcaro and Johnny Longden both 
turned down chances to ride him, and Glis- 
son almost lost the opportunity because of 
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a not-too-bright exhibition in the Derby 
Trial the week before. 

On that day it began raining along 
about the first race, and when the field 
came out for the Trial, the track was 
sloppy. Watts would have scratched Old 
Rockport, except that he would have had 
to work him the next morning. and the 
track would have been worse. So he let 
the colt run. 

He instructed Glisson to stay on the rail, 
save ground, and if Old Rockport could 
handle the going, he would win. Instead, 
Glisson took out to the middle of the track

upon reaching the backstretch, and Old 
Rockport was hopelessly beaten. He does 
not like mud, and probably would not 
have beaten Mrs. John D. Hertz’ Count 
Victor that day. anyway. 

But in the Derby. Glisson followed in- 
structions as if he were getting them at 
every pole. He clung tenaciously to the 
rail, despite some tough going around the 
first turn. He began to move up a bit at 
the half-mile. Turning for home. he had 
every rival in the race beaten except Mrs. 
Ada L. Rice’s Admiral Lea and Fred W. 
Hooper’s Olympia.

14 at Hialeah Park. He has been on Calu- 
met Farm’s second team; but he is show- 
ing first string mettle in the absence of Ci- 
tation. 

In the St. Valentine Purse, an overnight 
allowance. he equaled the world record 
for 114 miles with fractional times better- 
ing three other world records. 

At the five-furlong marker, his time was 
:57. a fifth of a second faster than the 
world record set by Pan Zareta in 1915, 
When he passed the seven-furlong pole. 
the watches showed 1:2045. a full second 
better than the world record set by Honey- 
moon in 1947 and equaled by Buzfuz. 

Coaltown shaded Equipoise’s world ree- 
ord, 1:3424 for the mile, by a fifth of a see- 
ond, and went on to equal the world record 
for 114 miles. 1:4785. The latter was set 
by Indian Broom and later equaled by 
*Shannon 2nd. 

Referred to as the “coughing comet”. 
“whizz kid”, and other noms de Turf, Coal- 
town has been cared for like a baby since 
the time at Arlington Park in 1947 when 
he collapsed with a hemorrhage caused by 
a respiratory ailment. Other trainers might 
have given him up: but not the Joneses, 
They nursed him back to health. Their 
success is history. 

At three he won the Phoenix H.. Blue 
Grass S., Swift S.. Drexel H.. and Jerome 
H. He was second to Citation in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. 

Coaltown was foaled at Warren Wright's 
Calumet Farm near Lexington. He is by 
Bull Lea—Easy Lass. by *Blenheim 2nd.

But with- 
out breaking the colt’s stride. he swung 
around the tiring Olympia and drew out 
so quickly that in the last 30 yards or so 
he opened a margin of a length and a half.

Rockport was foaled.

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The most complete system based upon 
the study of the position of names in pedi- 
grees was that of Bruce Lowe, an Austra- 
lian who was responsible for the “Figure 
Guide,” the so-called Bruce Lowe system. 

This system, though it was based 
Bruce upon obviously specious reason- 
Lowe _ ing. exerted much influence upon 

bloodstock breeding the world 
over, and though it has been thoroughly 
discredited it has left a few remnants of 
its basic ideas in the minds of breeders. 

Mr. Lowe was principally concerned 
with female ancestors. All the classic win- 
ners of England were descended in tail- 
female from about 40 “original” mares. 
These “original” mares, or tap-roots, as 
they are frequently called, were assigned 
numbers according to the number of clas- 
sic winners descended from them in tail- 
female. All the tail-female descendants of 
each tap-root mare bore her family num- 
ber, regardless of family numbers of the 
sires concerned. Thus the No. 1 family 
was the one which had the largest number 
of classic winners to its credit. No. 2 had 
the second largest number, etc. By this 
system of assigning numbers, it should be 
remembered that every foal takes the same 
family number as its dam. 

By an ingenious elaboration of this ma- 
terial and a careful disregard of other ma- 
terial, Mr. Lowe promulgated the theory 
that each family was endowed with certain 
characteristics which were continued from 
generation to generation regardless of the 
male elements concerned in each cross. 

The crowning creation of this collection 
of doctrines was the assumption that fam- 
ilies No. 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 were running 
families, and that No. 3, 8, 11, 12, and 14 
were sire families. That is, according to 
Mr. Lowe and his followers. if one sought 
a good runner he needed only to empha- 
size the running families in making up 
pedigrees for prospective matings. But if 
he expected to breed a good sire, the pros- 
pective colt must either belong to a sire 
family or must be “inbred” to a sire fam- 
ily. Lowe used the term inbred in a very 
louse sense, meaning the repetition of a 
family number in a pedigree. 

This latter doctrine has persisted in the 


minds of many breeders, who still insist 


that a sire will be a failure unless he 
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comes of a sire family. In the main, how- 
ever, they have modified their require- 
ments and now look only for a good sire 
among the produce of the mares in the 
near background of the tail-female line. 

On the matter of inbreeding there has 
been a great deal of study, but to no good 
end. The debate here has never settled 
to an issue. Suffice it to say that inbreed- 
ing among Thoroughbred horses now is 
rarely practiced except in very mild de- 
gree, and that it provides no ascertainable 
advantage or disadvantage. 

The various theories here _ briefly 
sketched have been mentioned only to dis- 
miss them. They are a part of the back. 
ground of Thoroughbred breeding. but 
nothing in any of them has any practical 
value, except from the point of view of the 
salesman, who necessarily 
seeks to furnish his cus- 
tomers with whatever they 
want. Most of them so ob- 
viously ignore the principles made clear 
by modern genetics that it is no longer in 
order to investigate their dependability. 
But their dependability has been investi-

gated on numerous occasions and found 
altogether wanting. 

Ordinarily it would be considered un- 
forgivably high-handed to make such a 
summary dismissal of issues which are 
still considered debatable in many quar- 
ters. We accept the responsibility of de- 
claring the issues no longer debatable. In 
the office of THe BLoop-Horse there has 
been a long-term, sustained study of these 
questions, and many investigations have 
been carried on elsewhere. No evidence 
has been uncovered which would suggest 
that the breeder of race horses could gain 
an advantage through the application of 
any or all theories mentioned. 

Breeders talk of such things as nicks, 
male lines, families, ete., but in actual 
practice they tend to depend chiefly upon 
near ancestry and racing class to make 
their appraisals of stallions and brood- 
mares. For making their matings, they 
depend largely upon convenience and con- 
formation (in order to avoid obvious repe- 
tition of the same faults in sire and dam). 
Nicks of bloodlines are probably next in

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importance, in the mind of the average 
breeder. 

In appraising breeding stock—stallions 
and mares—it may be assumed that the 
importance which the breeder places upon 
the pedigree of a horse is in inverse pro- 
portion to the horse’s racing class. That 
is. if the horse was definitely a high-class 

performer, his pedigree 
Appraisal is more or less auto- 
of Pedigrees matically considered to 

be good; but if the rac- 
ing class was doubtful. or definitely low, 
the pedigree becomes, in proportion. more 
important in providing the horse with fa- 
vorable credentials. Thus many of the 
stallions and most of the broodmares 
which are given opportunities in the stud 
are accorded their opportunities chiefly 
on the ground that their owners considered 
them to be well bred. 

When we come to the technique of ap- 
praising pedigrees we have reached the 
most difficult, most debatable, most con- 
fused phase of Thoroughbred breeding. 
The standards of judgment vary so greatly 
from one individual breeder to another 
that few generalizations are possible. We 
may suppose that a good pedigree, in the 
mind of the average breeder, is one which 
shows relationship to good horses. and that 


the pedigree is “good” in proportion to the 


class of the relatives, the 
Good and © numbers of high-class rela- 
Bad tives, and the nearness of 

the relationship. Thus a 
son of Man o’ War or *Sir Gallahad 3rd 
would be considered better bred on the 
sire’s side than the son of an obscure sire, 
because Man o’ War and *Sir Gallahad 
3rd, good performers themselves, are the 
sires of numerous high-class progeny and 
are themselves closely related to numerous 
high-class performers. On the “distaff 
“side” of the pedigree the standards of 
judgment are. of course, the same, except 
that extra emphasis is usually placed upon 
two considerations, (1) whether the mare 
is by a “good broodmare sire.” and (2) 
whether she “comes from a good produc- 
ing family.” 

The tail-female descendants of Plucky 
Liege offer an example of what the horse- 
man means by a good family. In the fol- 
lowing tabulation of Plucky Liege’s off- 
spring, S indicates stakes winner, W win- 
ner. Only the more important horses are 
accounted for.

A New Commission 


Has Been Named 


A Seattle fire chief. a farm implement 
dealer from Port Angeles. and a_ retired 
Spokane businessman compose the new 
Washington Horse Racing Commission ap- 
pointed by the recently elected Gov. Ar- 
thur B. Langlie. 

William Fitzgerald. 38 years with the 
Seattle fire department and chief for 11 
years. succeeds Frank W. Brewster. chair- 
man of the previous Commission. 

Frank L. Christman. 54. has been breed- 
ing Thoroughbreds at his Blensweep Farm 
in Port Angeles for 11 years. and is the 
only one of the trio actively engaged in 
the industry. 

A. W. Weitzman. 47, is a Spokane racing 
fan. retired from business but very active 
in community activities. 

Christman and Weitzman fill the unex- 
pired terms of Wayne Sutton and Allen 
Drumheller, both of whom resigned. 

The 58-year-old Fitzgerald has a color- 
ful racing background, having been a 
West Coast jockey early in the century. 
He rode at the Seattle Meadows track 
(present site of Boeing Aircraft Com- 
pany), Emeryville, Ingleside. and the old 
Santa Anita track. 

He recalls such riders as Jimmy But- 
well, Vince Powers. George Archibald. and 
Frankie Keogh. He rates Walter Miller 
and Carol Shilling as the greatest of them 
all. 

One of his top riding thrills was winning 
the Dominion Day Handicap in Vancou- 
ver. B. C.. on Edroden. 

Fitzgerald previously served three years 
on the Washington commission, replacing 
Allen Drumheller May 18, 1942. during 
Governor Langlie’s war-time administra- 
tion. Mon C. Wallgren succeeded Langlie 
as governor in 1944, but was narrowly de- 
feated in the 1948 election. Langlie’s first 
official act in taking office this term was 
the appointment of Fitzgerald. 

Christman has the stallion Blensweep 
(*Blenheim 2nd—Sweepesta. by Sweep) 
at his Port Angeles farm. The bloodlines. 
similar to Whirlaway’s, should augur well 
for Washington interests. The results to 
date have scarcely been startling. The 
best offspring probably is Blenaway (out 
of Vela, by *Volta), Northwest marathon 
champion of 1947. Christman topped the 
first Washington Breeders’ Sale two years 
ago with Blenwyn (Blensweep—Saraka. 
by *Swinburne). 

Christman purchased the unraced Blen. 
sweep from Calumet Farm after the horse

He was vacationing in the South at the 
time of this writing, and had yet to confer 
with the other two commissioners. A 
chairman will be agreed upon at_ their 
first meeting. 


GOING UP. While taxes seem some- 
what more certain than death these days.

But he carried it a 
mile and a sixteenth and won by a neck, 
giving from 21 to 35 pounds to every- 
thing in the race. So don’t feel sorry for 
him today.”

Few horses have had such a story-book life 
as *Bernborough has led. Because of a ques- 
tion over ownership, *Bernborough was not al- 
lowed to race over major tracks in Australia 
at 2,3, 4, and 5. He raced only at Toowoomba, 
a little bush track in Queensland. 


As a 2-year-old he carried 135 pounds—and 
won. At four and at five he carried 150 and 
152 pounds . . . he won two races in one day 
... only weight could stop him. 


As a 6-year-old (the age when most horses 
have passed their peak and have been retired) 
*Bernborough hit the big time. He dropped 
his first decision after being hopelessly boxed 
in on the rails ... and then swept along in win- 
ning stride to 15 consecutive triumphs. 


In great overpowering runs he would erase 
five lengths leads in the final 200 yards to win 
with ease. His fame increased. The whole 
world followed him as he neared Phar Lap's 
record of 14 straight wins. He passed it and 
at the same time equalled Carbine’s great rec- 
ord of 15 wins. 


The 16th win was to be the Caulfield Cup, 
one of Australia’s great races. Even in de- 
feat *Bernborough stole the show. He was 
carrying 155 pounds for the 1. mile race. At 
the end of the first mile he was last of 27 
starters. Twice *Bernborough was blocked in 
trying to move up, finally he got into the 
clear by going to the outside but was beaten 
by 2, lengths. In his next start he broke a 
sesamoid bone and was retired.

I have already dealt with the best races 
of the 2-year-olds last season. The official 
ranking approximates my own, as given 
in Tue BLoop-Horst of December 4. 

I hardly need to repeat that this Free 
Handicap is not very much discussed. for 
the simple reason that no one believes. 
over here, that any of the horses in the 
first rank will ever become a crack racer. 

It is still possible that Federico Tesio 
prepares some outstanding 3-year-olds of 
the late sort. but as things are now, it is 
unlikely that his colours will dominate in 
such a way as they did in 1948. Most of 
the leading stables will be in the run for 
leadership. 

The two fillies Elba and Meda are shar- 
ing most of the favours for the coming 
Premio Elena (Italian One Thousand 
Guineas). to be run at the end of March. 
For the Derby. there is no definite opinion. 
since Mignard will be absent (Tesio never 
nominates his first foals in the classics). 
and reasonable doubts are advanced as to 
whether Valsandro will be fit for a 2.400- 
meter race with a great turn. 

Of all the present 3-year-olds which | 
have seen running. I personally like most 
Zagarolo and Murat. 

The former is a full brother to Zambra. 
and as nice-looking a horse as a painter 
could desire. He is full of action, and ap- 
parently can get a distance. His famous 
sister. now a broodmare in the stud of 
Castellazzo di Rho (a place where such 
classic winners as Zuccarello, Zaratustra. 
Zamora, etc., were raised). was a bit tem-, 
peramental, and very difficult to ride. For- 
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tunately. this stable is employing the only 
Italian jockey who can be expected to 
handle this kind of horse successfully. 
Roberto Renzoni, and Zagarolo is also 
better-tempered than Zambra. 

As to Murat, he is a grand-looking colt. 
and perhaps not a precocious one, but I 
should like to see him contending with the 
best in a summer race at a distance. He 
might repeat the career which was typical 
of his sire, *Sirte: a good horse at the be- 
ginning of the season, a powerful stayer, 
and the best of all at the end. 


GREAT HURDLE RACE. During the 
winter, we have a meeting in Naples on 
the flat. but attention is centered around 
the jumping events in Rome. The best 
race here is the Great Hurdle Race, which 
was run for the second time this year. at 
the end of January. Besides the national 
competition, it attracted three French 
jumpers. two of whom, however. passed 
into Italian ownership before the race. 
These were last year’s winner, Oliba, the 
good chaser Fiteraflor, and the new 
French hope Arbel. With this sort of 
contenders, the Great Hurdle Race is be- 
coming the best winter event of its kind 
in continental Europe. 

This time, the French had no luck. Ar- 
bel for a while appeared likely to be in 
the money, but coming out of the last turn 
he was finished, much because the pace of 


the whole race was very fast. The stable 
of Count Neni da Zara, a veteran of jump.- 
ing events, had bought five of the best 
flat performers, to train them over the 
hurdles and win the race. Of these five, 
it brought four to the start, the colts 
Capestrano, Ermellino, Sabot. and Gong. 
Gong met with an incident and Ermellino, 
after being in the lead. was breathless in 
the finish. But Capestrano had enough re- 
sistance to hold off the challenge from 
Nigra, supposed to be the best ‘chaser in 
the country. “Chase and hurdle are two 
very different things. however. Capestrano. 
by the way. was one of the best second- 
class horses of his year. He won by a 
neck, but neatly. He is a son of Arco. out 
of an imported mare by Tetrameter. 

I cannot convince myself that jumping 
races are worth anything for the selection 
of the breed. so the only remark which 
comes to my mind out of this race is that, 
as usual in this country, the best flat horse 
proved again to be the best horse over the 
jumps. even if not necessarily the best 
“jumper.” This is a well established tra- 
dition in Italy, although I understand that 
in some countries this opinion is no more 
held. But it is important for us as far as 
foreign competition is concerned. We 
have had for years to suffer defeat from 
French horses in jumping races. 

It was often thought that this was due to 
some superiority of the French in training.

If the first and second generation of an- 
cestors (parents and grandparents) are 
skipped over lightly, the great majority 
of Thoroughbreds in America can be made 
out, in one way or another, to have very 
good pedigrees. The more remote crosses 
of any pedigree are very likely to be well 
stocked with some of the great names of 
the past, as Galopin, St. Simon, Isonomy, 
Hermit, Bend Or, Hampton, Stockwell, 
Newminster, etc., among English stallions, 
and Fair Play, Ben Brush, Domino, Han- 
over, and Lexington in America. 

These great names, while still looked 
upon as marks of distinction in a pedigree, 
have long since ceased to distinguish the 
very good from the no-good. 

The principal reason for avoiding the 
judgment of race horses according to the 
remoter reaches of their pedigrees is the 
fact that such judgment, because it is in- 
conclusive guesswork, retards the effective 
elimination of the unworthy. Every breeder 
of livestock, if he expects to remain in 
competition with other breeders, must 
strive constantly to discover the best breed- 
ing material at his command, and must 
eliminate the individuals which are below 
his standard. Pedigrees, if we except the 
parents and grandparents, provide so little 
distinction between good and bad breeding 
material that it is useless to depend upon 
them.

A minimum purse of $2,500 has been 
announced by the Michigan Racing Asso- 
ciation for the 80-day meeting running 
from May 13 through August 13.  Distri- 
bution for 30 stakes will be $460,000 in 
added money. 

There will be eight stakes at $25,000 
added, five at $20,000, three at $15,000, 
four at $10,000. and ten for $7,500.

that legislators would eventually realize 
that racing is an easy source of income: 
The totalisator does the figuring, the tracks 
make the collections—mail the checks. The 
State doesn’t even have to print revenue 
stamps—just endorse checks. What could 
be finer? 

However. if taxes continue to rise, rac- 
ing is bound to suffer eventually. A fact 
to remember in considering the “suffering 
point” is that race taxation comes from 
the people and not from the tracks, as it 
may appear on the surface. 


The question is just how much the fans 
will put up with before they refuse to bet 
through the pari-mutuels. Undoubtedly 
there is a breaking point between the pub- 
lic and the mutuels, perhaps not too far 
distant in some states. 

When taxation does reach that point, 
the handle will automatically drop, book- 
making will boom, and a general decline 
of the horse industry will follow. If it 
continues, tracks wili compensate for 
losses by cutting expenses. 

And when a track cuts expenses, the 
first to suffer is purse distribution. After 
that comes possible extension of programs, 
which brings up the newest threat to the 
sport, night racing. 

This is a pessimistic picture of what can 
happen, but it is a logical one if legisla- 
tors fail to realize that it is possible to kill 
the goose that lays $97 million eggs.

FARM MANAGERS’ CLUB 


One of the most aggressive and ambi- 
tious organizations to be developed around 
Lexington in some time is the Farm Man- 
agers’ Club, whose membership is made 
up mainly of men from the breeding farms 
in Central Kentucky. Cy F. White, of Els- 
meade Farm, is president. 

At a recent meeting the speaker was 
Dr. Charles E. Hagyard. He spoke on 
breeding hygiene, closely following the 
text he used in speaking at the Ontario 
Veterinary College (see THE BLoop-Horse 
of September 4, 1948). 

For the benefit of the men who would 
soon be on the all-night foaling shift, he 
added a suggestion that they should closely 
examine the placenta of a foaling mare, to 
be sure it is not abnormal. If it appears 
to be larger than it should be, or other- 
wise does not seem normal, he advised 
that the mare perhaps should not be bred 
on the ninth day after foaling. She should 
be examined by a veterinarian to make 
certain that she is in healthy breeding 
condition. 

Dr. Hagyard also made some remarks 
about parasite control. He termed 
strongylus vulgaris, the bloodworm, the 
“most dangerous and destructive equine 
parasite.” 

Prior to 1920, he said, the late John E. 
Madden pioneered in the use of carbon 
disulphide for ascarids and bot worms. 
Oil of chenopodium also was used to rid 
horses of parasites, but it sometimes pro- 
duced fatalities. The introduction of 
phenothiazene in about 1940 provided the 
most effective treatment for bloodworms. 
He credited Dr. W. W. Dimock, of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, for introducing the 
low-level administration which is proving 
effective on some Kentucky farms. 


ADD IOWA 


State Senator Ernest L. Humbert has 
introduced in the Iowa Legislature a bill 
to legalize pari-mutuel betting on horse 
races. 

The bill would establish a three-member 
racing commission, with the usual powers. 
Race’ tracks would be required to make 
advance payments to the State to guaran- 
tee the collection of taxes. In counties of 
200,000 population, the track would pay 
$4,000 in advance. The payments would 
range downward to $1,500 in smaller coun- 
ties, and $25 a day in the smallest popula- 
tion centers. 

A maximum commission of 9 per cent 
would be allowed at small tracks, and 7 
per cent at large ones. On betting above 
$20 million at a single meeting, the State 
would get 6 per cent. On play under $10 
million it would get 4 per cent. 

The first $15,000 realized from betting 
would go to the State Fair. The next 5 
per cent would go to rural mail and bus 
routes. The remainder would be divided 
among the State universities and local fairs.

Post at Elmendorf

late Joseph E. Widener. recently assumed 
title to Elmendorf. Mr. Tomlinson has not 
announced his plans for the future. 

The Elmendorf manager took charge of 
the noted Thoroughbred breeding estab- 
lishment during a transition period. Its 
products had been raced under the Wide- 
ner colors, but beginning in 1944 the year- 
lings have been sold at the Keeneland 
Summer Sales. Since changing to a com- 
mercial basis the farm has earned “very 
satisfactory profits each year.”

course this is not new in veterinary medi- 
cine, where we don’t have to dress up the 
progeny in such fancy terms as “test tube 
baby” or “a semi-adoption infant.” 

The use of hormones and vitamins or 
their synthetic equivalent has been recom- 
mended for the treatment of sterility in 
males. Since they have been used over a 
long enough time to test their value, it 
can be said that they have proven to be of 
no use except in such cases where the ster- 
ility was actually caused by the lack of 
these substances. In fact, some substances 
such as pregnant mare serum have pro- 
duced substances which some are calling 
anti-hormones when used over a period of 
time. 

The treatment of sterility caused by 
faulty germ-plasm (the inability of the 
testicles to produce viable spermatozoa) 
is futile. This includes treatment of stal- 
lions which fail to produce any sperm, 
stallions which produce dead sperm, and 
stallions which produce apparently normal 
sperm but which contain within themselves 
some lethal characteristic which makes it 
impossible to produce a viable fetus. 

In my own experience I have noted that 
some sterile stallions do what we call 
“stop” their mares. In other words, these 
mares pass their normal periods of heat 
and appear pregnant, yet will be barren 
when examined from 40 to 60 days after 
service. Perhaps such a mare did conceive 
and the fetus did develop to a certain 
stage, only to die. This is circumstantial 
evidence, and I shall probably never have 
the opportunity to see enough cases to test 
the validity of such a theory. 

Going down a Bluegrass lane on our way 
to look over some stock, I know that you 
would interrupt about this time with a re- 
mark about getting down to cases! 

You know better than I that you can’t 
mention cases by name, yet Assault isn’t 
the first horse reported sterile. If I had 
one turned over to me today (and by the 
way I did) this is what I'd do: In the first 
place I would not rely on the first test. or 
the second either. I have tested horses 
that didn’t have a single spermatozoa for 
days, then suddenly they tested perfectly. 
Other horses tested as well on the first 
cover they ever made as they did the rest 
of their life. 

Environmental changes reflect a great 
difference in stallions. Long trips, changes 
in climate, changes in altitude. and so on 
may result in complete blanks until the 
horse is acclimated. I have never tested 
a horse after an air trip, but I should ex- 
pect the same results if the time element 
is not a factor. However, after adequate 
tests are made and it has been proven that 
a stallion is incapable of producing live 
and viable spermatozoa, I'd waste no time 
in considering him as I would a gelding. 
and have him destroyed or retired.

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to try something because his client would 
demand it. They feel, and rightly so, that 
mistakes in judgment can be made, and 
they are willing to gamble. However, this 
type of sterility is as final as death. For- 
tunately, it is rare. 

More often we find a stallion that does 
not cover the mare. If such a horse is 
physically able to cover a mare, that is, if 
he has no anatomical defect that can be 
detected by examination, then all that is 
required is patience. 

The most common cause in such horses 
is a condition-reflex built up by continued 
discipline while the horse was in training. 
However, such a horse is apt to be slow 
thereafter. Slow breeding horses are dis- 
liked by most of the people that handle 
them. I find myself taking sides with the 
grooms while I wait and wait for a horse 
that breeds like a jackass. However, I 
know of one particularly good horse, 
which is standing not far from where you 
are reading this, that is slow as all get-out. 

Male hormones, particularly testoster- 
one, are said to have a good effect upon 
such a horse, but I prefer not to use this 
because it is known to decrease the sperm- 
atozoa when used very often. Psychology 
helps sometimes. For example, act as if 
you were going to let the tease horse cover 
the mare (competition motive), or bring 
the horse into the breeding shed and take 
him back to his stall again unless he 
mounts promptly (reward motive). 


Anything put into the feed, except for 
things given to improve his general con- 
dition, are useless. The use of Spanish 
flies is barbaric. The action is derived 
from the irritation it causes. Drugs such 
as Damiana and Yohimbine cannot be used 
many times without detrimental effects. 
For the 
first mount, this patience may have to be 
extended over days, and thereafter it is 
merely a matter of minutes or hours. 

Occasionally bacteria and pus cells are 
found in the semen. When the specimen 
is taken after a direct cover, as most first 
tests are, since it is necessary to determine 
whether the horse can mount or not, there 
remains the problem of locating the source 
of the infections. In by far the greatest 
number of cases it will be the mare. I have 
washed a stallion well after a cover and 
then found vaginal cells, bacteria. and 
leucocytes on an urethral swab, proving 
that they all could have come from the 
mare. However, if it should be found that 
the horse is responsible for the bacteria, a 
course of treatment by a_ veterinarian, 
using sulfa drugs and/or biotics like peni- 
cillin, will take care of it. 

However, the biggest problem we have 
is the horse that has a few live sperm and 
could be either fertile or sterile. There 
are two methods of treatment. 

The first is to increase the quality and 
quantity of the spermatozoa by artificial 
means. If one undertakes to do this he

must have a laboratory handy for analysis 
in order to know exactly what is lacking 
in the horse. There must also be a source 
of the material to be used, such as casein 
for high protein, hormones and vitamins 
(Vitamins E, C. B. and hormones like thy- 
roid, testicular. and ovarian extracts or 
synthetic equivalents). 

The second method is to make the best 
use of that which the horse has after he 
has been conditioned into the best possible 
breeding health. It is my opinion. consid- 
ering the limited knowledge of mele ster- 
ility available today. that the latter course 
will yield the best practical results. 

One of the best ways that I know to find 
out if the stallion is capable of getting 
foals is to turn him out with a band of 
healthy mares for not less than three 
months. He should have about ten mares. 
The horse can be turned out each day and 
stabled during the night. The mares can 
be an inexpensive group. If at the end of 
this period he has failed to get a mare in 
foal, it is doubtful whether he shall ever 
be worth saving better mares for. How- 
ever, if he proves able to get one mare in 
foal, then a breeding program can be plan- 
ned for him.

3. The effect of exercise (that is, was the 
semen better after daily exercise, after 
days of rest in the stable. or after short. 
fast workouts). 


4. The effect of diet (high protein or car- 
bohydrate, etc.). 

Correlatively, | would keep records of 
the mares: 

1. On what days of heat were the covers 
more successful. 

2. The relation of ovulation to successful 
covers. 

3. Determine whether or not vaginal, cer- 
vical, or uterine deposits of semen were 
most successful, and whether or not 
artificial insemination enhanced the 
chances of pregnancies. 


This reads like a lot of work, but I be- 
lieve that the results will be better than 
the easier “let’s inject something” method. 
After the initial study is made and a rou- 
tine is established, the handling of such 
a stallion is as simple as any other. 

I meant to tell you of the experiment 
along this line I am starting. but I have 
rambled on at too great length now. These 
cases are very fascinating to me. Perhaps 
I can write it up for BLioop-Horse 
if it turns out well.

MELBOURNE 

Last year you heard a lot about Ungar, 
black 3-year-old son of Law Maker and 
Viennese named after a famous Austrian 
lawyer of something like 40 years ago. 
Ungar failed to stay as an early 3-year-old, 
but revealed something of his real ability 
hy winning his first weight-for-age race. 
the Orr Stakes. of a mile at Caulfield on 
January 29. 

In a small field. Ungar started at 11 to 
8 on. Finishing fairly well, he defeated 
the brilliant Attley by a neck. Ungar took 
a long time to reach his top gait. with the 
result it took him a long time to defeat 
Attley. who raced sourly. Evidently this 
old stallion is wearying of race-course 
endeavours. 

Ungar was ridden by the crack jockey. 
A. Breasley. He ran the mile in the good 
time of 1:38. Ungar is one of the favor- 
ites for the Newmarket Handicap to be 
run on March 12 at Flemington, but on 
his present form, he might not begin fast 
enough to win that race over a straight 
six furlongs. 

Favorite for the Newmarket is the 5- 
year-old gelding St. Razzle, by St. Magnus 
(sire of St. Fairy) from Yilderim. He 
was sold for 2.500 guineas last May. He 
has started three times only in the colors 
of his new owner, Mrs. L. R. Buxton of 
Melbourne, for two wins. 

The day—January 29—that Ungar 
scored at Caulfield, backers laid twos on 
St. Razzle’s winning the Barton Handicap. 
They never had any worries. The bril- 
liant gelding raced away in the straight to 
defeat Tamaroa (Mr. Standfast—Chely’s 
Spear) by four lengths in the good time 
of 1:1115. An offer of 5,000 guineas for 
St. Razzle was refused affer his Barton 
success, 

However, the most interesting winner 
on January 29 was the 2-year-old filly. 
Lady Pirouette. by Whirlaway (son of 
*Bahram) from Hecuba, who is by Breug- 
hel from Medmenham, and therefore is a 
half sister to the mighty galloper *Ajax, 
now the property of C. S. Howard in Cali- 
fornia. 

She is one of the fastest fillies we have 
had in Melbourne for years. She won the 
Kingston Plate in fine style from Cen- 
turion (Genetout—Bardinet), and a highly 
promising type of colt. 

Lady Pirouette. who cost 2.100 guineas 
as a yearling, has won twice from three 
starts, and obviously has inherited the 
family speed.

DASHING BEAU. There is an up-and- 
coming stayer in Dashing Beau about this 
neck of the woods. If he wins a big cup 
one of these days do not be in the least 
surprised. Although a 4-year-old. he did 
not win his first race until he captured the 
Deakin Handicap of 12 furlongs at Caul- 
field on January 29, but how did he win 
it! By five lengths, running away, in the 
brilliant time of 2:29, on a day when the 
mercury topped the century. 

He has been raced very sparingly and 
is now a hot favorite for the Australian 
Cup (171% furlongs) to be run on March 
14. If he goes on the right way he should 
win it. 

Dashing Beau was produced again on 
January 31 in the Australia Day Cup of 
£2,000 over 13 furlongs at Moonee Valley. 
He had the race won at the home turn 
where he was traveling smoothly on the 
rails, but Royal Scot. who was in front of 
him, broke down and fell back on Dashing 
Beau. In a flash he was at the end of the 
field and as this happened two furlongs 
from the post, you can realize the pace at 
which he traveled to miss a place by an 
inch. 

He is by a good race horse in Dashing 
Cavalier from Bruillu, and is trained by 
Frank Manning, who won a Melbourne 
Cup with *Colonus, another Australian 
horse now in California. 


GOOD FILLY. We have another bril- 
liant 2-year-old filly by Happy Medium, 
by the Hyperion horse Ruthless (he is in 
New Zealand) from All Quiet.

He ran in the Greenhill Handicap 
of five furlongs at Victoria Park, where 
the straight is more than three furlongs in 
length. He finished with a_ paralysing 
run to win by a head. He carried the huge 
weight of 145 pounds and ran the five 
furlongs in 1:001%. He is to be sent to 
Melbourne to run in the Newmarket, in 
which he was left at the post last year 
through no fault of his own. 

Sydney has a 3-year-old freak galloper 
in San Domenico, by Hua (son of Heroic) 
from the imported mare Arpina. He re- 
turned to the winning list at Randwick on 
January 29 by easily winning the Chal- 
lenge Stakes of six furlongs. San Domen- 
ico has raced seven times for five wins and 
a third. An offer of £10,000 was once re- 
fused for him. 

San Domenico—he is a gelding—is to 
race in Melbourne during the autumn and 
will then be “set” for the Doomben £10,- 
000 in Brisbane in July. If he wins the 
big Brisbane race, an American trip for 
him is regarded as a certainty. He is a 
big fellow with great speed, but he will be 
well tested when he comes up against the 
best of the Melbourne and Adelaide sprint- 
ers in the Newmarket. 

One of the most improved stayers in 
Sydney is Transaction, a 4-year-old by 
Golden Sovereign from Swiftspear. On 
January 31 at Randwick he made a further 
step up the ladder by winning the Anni- 
versary Handicap of 114 miles. 

Burhan Ali, a half brother to *Alibhai, 
is getting a good name as a sire here. He 
sired the £3.000 Perth Cup winner, Gurkha, 
and at Randwick last week-end was repre- 
sented by further winners in Freedom and 
Laughter. 

Mr. Howard will be pleased to know 
that Faraway, by *Ajax, won at Randwick 
on January 29. 


REBUILDING. New Melbourne Racing 
Club is planning to spend more than £1,- 
000.000 in rehabilitating the old Sandown 
Park race course about 16 miles from Mel- 
bourne. Every modern convenience will 
be installed. The secretary (John C. 
Reilly) is to be sent to the States and 
South America to study all angles of mod- 
ern race course equipment and facilities. 

There was a prime sensation in Hobart 
(Tasmania) on February 2 after The 
Artist (Breughel—Aulone) had won the 
Hobart Cup. One of the runners was an 
old stager named Paramente, who rattled 
home strongly to finish fourth. After the 
race the stewards ordered that a swab be 
taken from Paramente but the gelding’s 
owner-trainer, R. H. Stump refused to 
allow it. 

The upshot was an inquiry. Stump and 
the gelding were disqualified for life. 
Stump will appeal. He said the reason 
he would not allow the swab to be taken 
was because he thought it should have 
been taken from the winner and not from
